When Children Go 
To The Hospital 


For the young child, going to 
the hospital is most often a 
stressful and frightening ex­ 
perience. Separation from the 
parents, 
particularly for the 
child under four or five years, 
combined with the strange new 
environment creates possible 
emotional upsets, says Dr. 
Raymond T. Coward, Extension 
specialist in child development 
and fam ily life at Purdue 
University. 
Although it is generally true 
that with the young child 
chances for emotional upset are 
higher, he offers the following 
suggestions to help make any 
age child’s visit to the hospital 
less frightening:

Finding out the facts: Parents 
should talk with the physician 
about 
the

hospitalization and what will

hospitalized This will make the 
parents feel more secure, as 
well as allowing them to give 
accurate 
information 
to 
the 
child, says Coward 
Parents 
should check with the hospital 
about 
visiting 
policies, 
regulations about bringing in 
food, toys, and visitors, so that 
promises are not made to the 
child which cannot be kept 
Preparing the child: 
It is 
extremely imp 
ant that the 
parent tell the . 
ng child that 
he or she will be going to the 
hospital 
Begin about a week 
beforehand, advises Coward, so 
that there is time for the child to 
ask questions, and time for the 
parents to repeat explanations.

He will give you an estimate

Like a surgeon when 
operating, once a mechanic gets 
into the body of your car, he 
may find additional problem 
Any reputable garage, however, 
will not begin any major repairs 
until it 
has received your 
authorization—even 
if

Nevertheless, you should tell 
the mechanic not to undertake 
any major repair unless you
